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CLARKE COLLEGE 
ACCREDITATION IS 
RE-AFFIRMED 

The accreditation of Clarke Col- i 
lege was re-affirmed by the South- 
ern Association of Colleges and 
Schools at annual meeting at 
Miami Beach, Fla., Dec. 1. The 
recent Self-Study of the college 
was accepted as completed, and 
the full accreditation of its work 
re-affirmed '"by the College Dele- 
gate Assembly upon the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on 
Standards and Reports and the 
Association’s Commission on Col- 
leges. 

This regional accrediting agen- 
cy consisting of member schools 
from 11 Southern states requires 
that each of its member institu- 
tions conduct an institutional self- 
study at approximately 10 year 
intervals. The self-study * is re- 
viewed by various committees in- 
cluding special committees which 
visit the campus to study the pro- 
gram and to make such recom- 
mendations for improvement as 
may occur to them.

The self-study and the follow- 
up serve to assure that the in- 
stitution is not only meeting the 
standards of the Association but 
also continually improving . its 
program to keep up with 'jtfae 
timet .

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Clarke New Student Enrollment 
At Mid-Term Sets Record 



Enrollment figures, released at j 
the close of the first day of regis- 
tration for the spring semester at 
Clarke College, reveal that the 
enrollment of new students at 
mid-term surpasses the figure for 
the past five years. 

Academic Dean Victor Vaughn 
commented that although colleges 
traditionally lose students at the 
end of the first semester, Clarke 
College has more than offset that 
loss by new applications and 

registrations. 

Surpasses 1971 

According to the dean, the 
cumulative enrollment for the 
session ha-s already surpassed that 
of 1971 with registration still open 
until Friday, Jan. 21. It is antici- 
pated that registration for even- 
ing classes will push the total en- 
rollment still higher. 

A comprehensive evening sched- 
ule is being offered at The Mis- 
sissippi Baptist Junior College 
this semester. In addition to offer- 
ing University Parallel Course 
Work, which means that a student 
can transfer work to four-year 
colleges and universities, Clarke 


develops specific curriculum, es- 
pecially in its evening Continuing 
Education Program which meet;

Ralph Henson of Meridian, the two 
young men applied for appointment 
during their freshman year. 

Ralph served in Montana. Follow- 
ing an orientation period in Rapid 
City, S. D., he worked in West Yel- 
lowstone, Three Forks, Walker ville, 
Boulder, Hungry Horse, and White- 
hall. When he was asked how he went 
about his work, he replied, “I just 
put myself where the people were 
and then witnessed as the opportuni- 
ties came.” The earnest - faced young 
man told of being at a drive - in res- 
taurant, and while waiting for his ord- 
er, simply standing with a Bible in 
his hand. He was approached by a 




man in his late twenties who inquir- 
— ed as to who and what was going on.

The 
man grew angry, got into his car 
and, as Ralph says it, “I don’t know 
whether he would actually have hit 
me with that car, but he intended to 
really scare me. . .he came mighty 
close to me and I could see how an- 
gry he really was.”

Ricky had a unique ministry as 
he “stayed put” in a resort area, 
ministering to families as they came 
on vacation. 

Ricky’s area of service was Kerr 
Lake near Henderson, North Carolina,

opportunity for a time of spiritual re- 
newal. According to Ricky, “People 
are escaping. We can’t put more pres- 
sure on them and make them feel

The Clarke sophomore work- 
ed alone during his period of mission 
activity.

This program, first tried last 
year, met with overwhelming approv- 
al from students, faculty and admin- 
istrative staff. The fall session on the 
Newton campus will begin on Mon- 
day, August 28, and will conclude for 
the semester on Friday, December 
22, thus eliminating any final exami- 
nation “holdover” until the first of the 
year. The College is able to com- 
pletely close for Christmas with all 
semester work accomplished. 

Residence halls will open on Sun- 
day, August 27, and the College Cafe- 
teria will serve the evening meal on 
that day. Campus housing for mar- 
ried students has been completely re- 
served, but the Administrative Office 
maintains close contact with the ren- 
tal market in Newton, and will be 
able to help married students find 
housing in the community, when 
. campus housing is no longer availa- 
ble. 

Orientation will begin at 8:00 a. m. 
on Monday, under the direction of 
Academic Dean Victor Vaughn. This 
period will provide the students with

The registration line will be open 
from 1:00 until 5:00 p. m. in Sanders 
Library. 

Social events are scheduled through- 
out the first week of school, begin- 
ning with the Annual Fall Mixer on 
Sunday night the 27th. This occasion 
will be under the direction of Dean 
of Women, Mrs. Ernestine McGaugh 
and will feature talent displays, skits 
and plenty of time for fellowship. The 
Cafeteria will host this occasion as 
students return from church services 
on Sunday evening. 

Additional Activities 
Additional activities of a social na- 
ture will be sponsored by the Bap- 
tist Student Union, according to Di- 
rector J. B. Costilow, and there will 
be many informal gatherings as 
Clarke students get acquainted and 
re-acquainted. 

Several students will be on the 
Clarke campus due to the help pro- 
vided them by a program designed 
and directed by the Board of Trust- 
ees, and implemented by Charles 
Higgins, Clarke’s Director of Develop- 
ment. Recognizing the financial strain 
often encountered when young people 
enter college, Clarke’s Trustees de- 
signed a Trustee Scholarship Pro- 
gram, and through this plan numer- 
ous individuals from over the state 
have made significant contributions, 
opening the doors of a college educa- 


tion to the Trustee Scholarship Pro- 
gram, Clarke College offers a wide 
range of financial aids and student 
assistant. According to Business Man- 
ager Herbert Valentine, “T here 
is still money available, and I would 
be glad to talk with any prospective 
student who needs some help.” 

Clarke College begins the new 
school year undergirded by the for- 
mation of a Development council, 
composed of fifteen individuals who 
are willing to give their time, re- 
sources, and influence on behalf of 
The Mississippi Baptist Junior Col- 
lege. This Council, in conjunction 
with the Board of Trustees, will be 
meeting during September, and mak- 
ing long - range plans for the total 
Development picture at Clarke. 

Study Program Expanded 

The Independent Study Program, 
pioneered at The Mississippi Baptist 
Junior College, has been expanded for 
the upcoming academic year, and 
several students will be enriching 
their college experience as they face 
the challenge of “studying on their 
own.” Mr. James Spencer will be 
working with the Academic Dean in 
the general oversight of this program, 
and students will be given ample 
guidance as they work their way 
through materials in various fields 
especially programmed for individ- 
ualized study. 

Following the highly-acclaimed “I 
AM Thankful to (Be An American” 
musical TV special last year, Clarke 
College is readying three such spe- 
cials for production during the 1972-73 
year. These programs, taped in Me- 
ridian, are then transmitted by video 
tape copies throughout the state. “I 
AM Thankful to be An American” was 
carried on five TV stations last year, 
and each station indicated a definite 
interest in having more this year. On 
schedule is a fall show, a Christmas 
program, and a spring production. 

Clarke students have served dur- 
ing this summer as youth directors, 
Garaywa staffers, Home Mission 
Board missionaries, Montana mission- 
aries, VBS workers, and have shared 
the spirit of Clarke College as they 
have communicated the message of 
Christ. The concluding chapel pro- 
gram of the 1971-72 academic year 
featured the theme, “Sweet, Sweet 
Spirit.” New students will join with 
the returning sophomores to experi- 
ence the reality of that Spirit on the
